This statement which seems to find confirmation in’ the 
records in the class rooms of public schools and colleges, 
furnishes an additional argument in favor of woman suf- 

frage. We are often told that women are taking the places of 
men in various lines of work for which they are physieally fitted 
because they work for less money than men. There may be a 
measure of truth in this statement because women, having no 
families to support, can work for less than a man could afford to | 
accept. But on the whole this statement is not fair to the women | 
employees. Ask any man who has a competent stenographer if | 
he would care to have a man take her place. [t has been found 
that women in practically every line of work are not only capable. | 
but that they are careful in their work and faithful to their trusts. 
Although it is only in recent years that women have been given 
general access to business and professional life, there can be no} 
doubt that they have made good. We have been educated to the 
theory that man in some sort is a superior being. We have been 
told that his brain is heavier and we have argued from this that 
he has a keener intellect. The monotonous frequency with which 
we are compelled to read in school and college reports that women, 
on the whole, are leading their classes gives room for doubt as to 
the accuraey of our old-time opinions as to the superiority of man. 
Woman is physically at a disadvantage in competition with man in| 
the world’s labor market, it is true, but in spite of this handicap | 
she is winning her way by the foree of her mind and her fidelity. | 
If we could but look behind the scenes, into the homes of the

The Pacific Coast States include 
a population of between four and 
five million people, and in them 
selves comprise an important mar 
ket for our citrus and other fruit 
crops Our methods of packing cit 
rus fruits, however, are based upon 
the requirements necessary for dis 
tant shipment, and consequently the 
cost of so packing the fruit is a 
costly one and the price of the prod 
uct to the ultimate consumer is of 
necessity increased. The average 
orange packing house in California 
does not consider the possibilities 
of the home markets, devoting the 
whole of its energies to packing for 
Eastern markets, and handing over 
the nearby ones to the cull ped 
dler and shipper.
